Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 24 June 2005 regarding claims 5 and 14 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Yee discloses a plurality of physical 
functions for sensors to track including velocity where velocity sensing is commonly 
derived from an accelerometer. Claims 4, 6 and 13 have been amended to include 
material not covered in Yee et al., the prior art of common assignee. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 5 and 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Yee 
etal. (US 6,085,090). 

As to claims 5 and 14, Yee teaches an apparatus comprising: 
At least one sensor communicating sensor added information to a 
communication device within a network to control a power consumption level of the 
communication device (figure 1, satellite communication device with a local site sensor 
(26)), wherein the at least one sensor includes a motion sensor, the motion sensor 
being used to place the communication device in a stand-by power mode when the 
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communication device is moving or to place the communication device in an active 
mode when the communication device is still (physical sensors such as position (GPS) 
or velocity (accelerometer) for intruder warning or tracking and locating lost or stolen 
items, column 12, line 36 to column 13, line 27 where the power control action is 
preprogrammed upon detection of a particular status of the sensor data, column 7, lines 
42-63 and example of power control decisions: column 8, lines 16-35).
